WAtRTHOTOir, June 18.— The Latin- 
American department of the world'f^'o- 
lumbian exposition has just received 
from (iiiateiffala letters and copies of 
the Ofticial Gazette, containing the grat- 
ifying information* that with the termi- 
nation of the electoraL contest, which re- 
sulted in the elevation t4) the presidency 
of that republic of General Barrioc, the 
labors of the commission in Chicatgo of 
the representation of that country at 
Chicago have been Nsomed wltii re- 
newed activity. 

The new administration confirmed the 
appointments previously made, and ad- 
ded another member to the commission 
by appointing a gentleman of high char- 
acter and wide inflnence, Senor Don 
Manuel Lemns, as its chairman. The 
president gave substantial proof of his 
interest in the exposition by sOjiporting 
the retpiest of the commission for more 
funds, and the legislative assembly in- 
creased the amount of the former appro- 
priation of 1120,000 to 1200,000. Mr. 
Leon H. Rosenthal, residing at the cap- 
ital of Guatemala, and an American cit- 
izen, has been honored by the designa- 
tion of honorary member of the commis- 
bion and the work is well under way. 

The Jamaican exhibit at Chicago will 
be imder the charge of Lieutenant 
Colonel J. C. Ward, the commissioner 
from that island. He informs the Latin 
American department that all of the 
plans have formulated and that it is in- 
tended to make the collection as com- 
plete as possible in every respect. 
Everything will be displayed from the 
fruit trade down to the most ordinary 
manufactured articles. Every district 
on the island is being carefully exam- 
ined, and everything whidi can show 
its products and reso n rcs s wUlbe dis- 
played. 

'nie republic of Uruguay has ap- 
propriated 124,000 to be expended in pre- 
paring the exhibit to be sent by that 
Gonntry to the world's fair at Chicago. 
This money will by expended by the 
rural association of Urognay, which 
has had charge of the previons exhibits 
sent by Umguay. 

AMERICAN REPUBLICS. 

A Few Item* Gathered by tho Ilureaunt 
WushluKton. 

■Washington, June 18.— The bureau 
of American republics has received re* 
Tised rstnms from the custom hoosss of 
Moxico by which tt appears tbat the total 
custom hou<'e collections for the month 
of February last were |1 ,761.999.61. 

The British Trade Journal of London 
in a recent issue, contained the fcUow- 
ing editorial! "A letter from our Cuban 
oonreapondent serves to explain how it is 
that ffha exports of Britiaii «wl to the 
Spanish W«Bt Indies hat* fidlM from 
90,000 tons in 1889 to 68,40atons, 1890 
and to 80,000 tons, to Havana, in 1891 
It is another case of American comneti 
tion, aided, in this instance, by the uiiH 
culty of obtaining return oaifoss from 
Cnbo to Great Britain. 

"The United States now supply Cuba 
with about 150,000 tons of coal annually 
and there is every prospect of this trade 
increasing as the forests of the idand be- 
come exhausted and the use of steam 
machinery on the sugai estates is de 
veloping. Alabama oMl, especially, 
securing a reputation in toe Spanish 
West Indies, and the river and rail im 
provements of the southern states will 
undoubtedly create an important gnlf 
trade. The new reciprocity policy, by 
which the United States are enabled to 
export Cuban sugar, will, of course, as' 
sist the American coal exporter even 
moro effectively than the now lines of 
railway."

Mr. Beauchamp was a lawyer of 
Terre Haute, Ind., wno was sent to Ai.x 
by President Grant in 1874. He passed 
the most brilliant consnliir azamination 
in Washington. Whila on leave of ab- 
sence he dsited England and was invlt,- 
ed by Lora Chief Justice Cockbum, who 
presided in the Tichbome trial, to a seat 
on the bench. He dug up the peerage 
record tlMO, and assarted his right to the 
extinct title of Bart of Warwick, by 
which title he was afterwards known.

Washinoton, .Tune 1.3.— Tho depart- 
ment of state has been informed that the 
following uknse was issued by the Rus- 
sian govenimt'nt on the 1st ( l!lth) ult.: 

"In view of the favorable results ob- 
tained from the measures taken by im- 
perial order to assure food for the i)eoi)le 
and seed for the fields, it is judged use- 
ful, for the sake of the national com- 
merce to authunze: First, the free ex- 
portation iif maize. l)oth by sea and the 
western continental frontier; second, the 
free exiHirtation of the stock of oats in 
store at Archangel, Liban. H.ival and 
Riga, the ministry of finance being 
charge<l to make proper arrangements 
in detail for the control of tho eostoms 
institution." 

This is nndersbwd to indicate that the 
famine is drawing to a close. It is be- 
lieved that a ukase will be Issued on 
July 1, jiossibly a8 early as .Tune 1 (old 
style), jiermitting the exportation of all 
grain excf*t rye. Tlie authorities will 
W alile to (U'al easily with what remains 
of tlie famine, and indications are that 
it will U' unnecessary tO snd fOTtbar 
contributions of grain.

For the Farmer. 

How few stockmen know the meaning 
of the word "rizling?"' It means a ]ic>i-<e 
half gelded, ^fany itinerant gelders have 
for years made tlie farmers believe they 
had a soHMilled "rigling" when the gland 
was simply in the inguinal canal, the 
criptoichld, in an undeveloped animal 
always, arising from the same cause. The 
gelders make the farmer believe they have 
accomplished a great feat, when it is not 
more trouble to operate than normal, 
charge him for an operation that few dm 
d o,clliming merit when none is due. 

There are four kinds of criptoichids, two 
of wUch anv gelder can take^but the one 
high in the inner ring and the abdominal 
they cannot take. It If a difficult op«ra> 
tion and no more than 00 per oent of the 
latter recover, dyinf of peritonitis about 
the fourth day. However such animals 
are useless and require more attention 
than, an entivs horse, besides they are 
always dangerous. 

I venture to say that but few men have 
seen an abdominal criptorchid and habit- 
ually discourage the interference simply 
because'* thepr can't do the work. The 
people of this community will, it seems, 
continue to be humbugged by strangers. 
They should realize if a man is of any 
value he will find j)lenty to do at home.

Cisco. 

The threatened (>pidemic of small-pox 
has called forth from Dr. F. W. Keilly, 
Secretary of the Illinois State Board of 
Health, a proclamation enjoining all 
municipal authorities and local Boards 
of Health the urgent necessity of steps 
to secure the vaccination of all over whom 
they have authority. The proclamation 
also appeals to the press to help in hav- 
ing the ideas it contains carried out. In 
enforcing the claim for co-operation with 
the State Board, it adds : "Seven cases of 
small-pox in one town, upward of eighty 
cases in Ohio and West Virginia towns, 
and recent cases in Michigan and other 
neighboring States, as well as two recent 
cases in Chicago, clearly indicates that 
this loathsome disease again threatens 
Illinois after ten years of almost complete 
freedom from its ravages. The last epi- 
demic in Illinois reaul^ in panic and 
quarantine, interrupted travel, traffic and 
business, closed schools and courts,cau8ed 
8,856 cases, 2,078 deatlis and involved a 
money loss of nearly $7,500,000.

in 168T he waa elected commiMioner ot 
agrloalture, and bad the responsible and 
Important task of oiganizing a department 
of agriculture, the eetabUehment of which 
be bad for many yean ■tnoaooalir advo- 
cated. In 188() he resigned hie podtioii and 
entered upon businese pursuits. 

In 1896 he began the publication of The 
Progessive Farmer, and with it began the 
organisation of farmert' clabs, and when 
in 186T he espoased the oanae of the Farm 
ere' Alliance, he bad nearly organised 6Cn] 
dpba in his state.

Carolina. 

In 1681 Colonel Polk waa elected stat4> 
aseretary of the FanMR^ AlHiwu^, to 
which position he has be«i twloa i»«lseted. 

In the national Alliance oouTention of 18is7 
ha was unanimously chosen first vice 
president of tLat great order, by which he 
was later honored with its highest 
ofBce. 

The Interstate Farmers' association, 
eomposed of farmers in the cotton stat«H, 
was organized at Atlanta in 168T, and the 
subject of this sketch waa chosen presi- 
dent. At two subsequent annual conven- 
tions be was re-elected to that pnxition. 

Colonel Polk's borne wa.s at lialeigli. 
where he leaves a wife and three children. 

Funeral Service* at Itnlriuh. 

Raleioh, June 13.— The tnriii 1-e:'i;: 
the body of President Polk did nut a 
live here until 3 o'clock Sunday uftt i 
noon. It was met at the depot by bun- 
dreda of people. Tha prooMrion was 
fOnned and the body waa escorted to thn 
Vbnt Baptist church, of which Mr. Polk 
was a communicant. By 4 o'clock the 
chnrch was packed, the audience num- 
bering at least a thousand. Among 
those present ware Gk>Temor Holt ami 
all the state ofiBeers, members of the su- 
preme court, officers of the state Alli- 
ance and Qrand Sire Bnisee, of the Sov- 
erign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows. 

The services were conducted by Rev. 
Drs. J. W. Carter, T. E. Skinner and J. 
J. Hall. The face of the dead waa ex- 
posed and after thfi choir had sunK 
"Abide With Me," the entire audient >- 
passed in single file by the casket and 
viewed the oody. The cadtet was 
taken into and oat of ohuroh bv the 
pallbearers, who came from Wasning- 
con and who, with ladies, who also 
•ama, wiere given seats in front. At the 
eondnslon of the servicea, the Waahing- 
ton party returned to the train and left 
for tnat city.
